“Troops at the rate of 20,000 men a day ) 


can be landed in Florida from the New 
England States and from Cincinnati and 
Chicago” within thirty hours,” said Third 
Vice President and General Manager Gan- 
non of the Southern railway company to- 
day.

WORK OF THE SPANISH DIVERS.

Havana, Cuba, March 14.—(Copyright, 
1898, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.J]—The American naval court 
of inquiry, judging from present indica- 
tions, will remain here until the latter part 
of this week—possibly longer. The court 
was in secret session this morning, review- 
ing the testimony. No witness was ex- 
amined. At the afternoon session Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hutchins, the executive 
officer of the Montgomery, was called for 
expert testimony, and Commander Con- 
verse of the Montgomery was again before 
the court. The members of the court sel- 
dom go ashore. They spend the time mostly 
on board the Mangrove. ‘They are much 
pleased with the recently received issues of 
the American papers, because the corre- 
spondents do not quote them as giving out 
information concerning the proceedings of 
the court.

Captain Sigsbee authorizes me to deny the 
report that he is breaking down, and the 
Montgomery's officers eay that he, their 
guest now, is well. The truth is that Cap- 
tain Sigsbee has been recovering for two 
weeks from the awful shock of the Maine 
disaster, getting better daily. There was a 
time—about seven days after the catas- 
trophe—when Captain Sigsbee was danger- 
ously near nervous prostration. 

Some of his men were slowly dying in 
Havana hospitals. The flood of piteous pleas 
for information about lost relatives which 
Captain Sigsbee received then and his 
courteous attempts to at least listen to the 
hourly questions of a horde of news gath- 
erers helped to exhaust him, and these 
things, combined with the incessant rattling 
of Havana's thousands of cabs over the 
stony street about the hotel, brought on in- 
somnia. 

At one time General Lee really was 
alarmed for Captain Sigsbee’s reason, But 
then the Captain moved on toa ship in the 
harbor, and from that day Captain Sigsbee 
has improved steadily. With no one to dis- 
turb him, he sleeps well. A vigilant sentry 
at the Montgomery’s gangway.lessens the 
number of anxious correspondents who call 
on him.

Spanish Warships Nervously 
Active at Havana. 


STRANGE CRAFT APPEARS 


It Is Believed to Be a Torpedo 
Boat Chaser. 


SEE POSSIBLE DANGERS.

Havana; via Port Tampa, Fla., March 14. 
—[Special.J—~Havana harbor these days is 
full of life and color. The Almirante Oquen- 
do and the Vizcaya, with their black hulls, 
make a fine showing. The graceful lines 
of the Montgomery compare favorably with 
the harsher appearance of the Oquendo and 
Vizcaya. Its anchorage is quite close to the 
Vizcaya. 

A small craft, which has been moved about 
the harbor several times before finding an 
anchorage, excites much curiosity, though 
it does not draw the attention that the big 
ships receive. This little craft flies the 
Spanish flag. It is painted red, so there is 
red, white, and black, forming the pictufe 
of war. on the water. The small vessel has 
a six-inch gun mounted forward. It came 
mysteriously into the harbor one night, 
whence no one seemed to know. The story 
was that the red craft had been in the navy 
yard undergoing repairs, and lately had 
been engaged in coast patrol duty to pre- 
vent filibustering, but all the vessels which 
were in the navy yard aré there now, and 
credence is’ given to the report that the 
new arrival is a torpedo boat chaser, the 
first of the torpedo flotilla which is to be 
sent out by Spain. I also heard it described 
as a smallram. The designation is not im- 
portant. The chief thing is that its pres- 
ence adds to the activity in the harbor, which 
seems to promise greater activity in the 
near future. 


Await the Pelayo’s Coming. 

The presence of the Austrian training 
ship is also noticed. The Spanish offic’s!s 
will not be satisfied with the showing of 
their country’s prowess until the Pelayo 
and others of that typeare here. They have 
moved the Alfonso XII. pretty well down 
the bay. Around the bend in the navy yard 
the ships which have been lying there for 
months show signs of preparation for active 
duty, but none of them is of much strength. 
It is upon the vessels which have come 
from Spain and which are to come that the 
minds of the officials are fixed. 

With these they expect not merely to de- 
fend the ports of Cuba, but to attack the 
ports on the Atlantic seaboard. Before long 
they look for Spanish colors to be fly'ng 
from a dozen men-of-war in the harbor 
and for the Stars and Stripes to come down 
from the mast which rises from the wreck 
of the Maine. While everybody is waiting 
the waters of Havana are carefully policed 
ai. picketed. 


Sailors More Promptly Paid. 


The navy is said to be better taken care 
of than the army.

Before the cruisers and 
the battleships start an their voyage on *he 
Atlantic seaboard the torpedo boats may oe 
useful in making sure that there is an open 
passage out to sea. Al] these matters are 
discussed here as though peaceful interven- 
tion by the United States were not possible. : 
If that is a mistaken guess and Spain 
finally yields to mediation, these naval mat- 
ters are of little account. All that will re- 
main will be a passing impression of the 
picture presented in Havana harbor when 
a naval combat was thought to be probable.

Imperative Need of More En- 
gineer Officers in the 
American Navy. 


ROUTELLE MAKES TROUBLE. 


Preliminary Order to Troops at Fort 
Sheridan and Other West- 
ern Points. 


RECRUITING GOES ON REGULARLY. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[{Special.]— 
War preparations today were represented 
by the preliminary orders to infantry and 
cavalry troops and the acquirements of two 
cruisers. Many other things were accom- 
plished, all tending to the increased effi- 
ciency of the army and navy in the event. 
of hostilities. 

The purchase of the two Brazilian pro- 
tected cruisers, Amazonas and Admi 
Abreuall, was the result of negotiations 
‘through the naval attaché at London, who 
dealt with the Brazilian Minister at that 
capital. The cost was kept secret. The two 
ships are comparable in armament, speed, 
and dimensions with the Cincinnati, a class 
of naval ship which has not elicitec the 
heartiest praise. The protected cruiser has 
never been regarded as of much value in re- 
jation to the armored cruiser, the battle- 
ship, and even the torpedo boat. The ships 
are 330 feet in length, 44 feet in width, and 
16 feet 10 inches draft. The speed is twenty- 
two knots, and the indicated horse-power 
1,600. The coal capacity is 700 tons, and the 
consumption at full speed is eight kilo- 
grams per hour. The armament consists of 

’ gix six-inch rifies, four four-inch rifles, two 
three-inch landing guns, three torpedo 
tubes, ten six-pounders, eight one-pounders, 
and four’ Maxim machine guns. There isa

Foreign Type of Guns.

It is possible that Cap- 
tain Brownson will have charge of the Ama- 
gonas, although the present intention is to 
have him remain on the St. Paul and take 
gharge of that ship should there be hostil- 
ities before it returns to New York. It will 
be necessary to change the names of these 
ghips, which is a simple matter, requiring 
a@ word or two from the Secretary of the 
Navy. The ships belong to the gunboat 
glass, and under the law must be named 
after cities. Naval officials are in favor of 
honoring the cities of Mobile and Norfolk in 


this respect. 
Lack of Officers. , 


Secretary Long is a good deal exercised 
over the lack of officers for ships of war. 
There are not enough line officers and the 
number of engineer officers for ships al- 
ready in commission is inadequate, to say 
nothing of those which wiil be put in com- 
mission in time of war and for the auxiliary 
ships which will be pressed into service. 
On Saturday Engineer-in-Chief Melville, as 
already indicated in these dispatches, wrote 
Secretary Long in regard to the embarrass- 
ing condition of affairs in his corps. He 
said that the need of additional engineers 
Was imperative and that it was necessary 
to provide at least 100 officers capable of 
taking charge of the machinery on ships of 
War. 
ments should be offered to former engineer 
Officers of the navy, who have resigned to 
accept more lucrative positions in civil life, 
to return to the service.

Boutelle in ‘Opposition. 


This afforded Chairman Boutelle another 
opportunity to oppose the plaris of the Navy 
department in its preparation for war. He 
was not in favor of allowing Secretary Long 
and Commodore Melville to be heard on this 
important subject. He was voted down by 
all the other members of his committee and 
was forced later on in the session to permit 
Secretary Long to make an alternative prop- 
osition, which was prepared this afternoon 
and will got to the Capitol tomorrow. Mr. 
Boutelle today displayed his humiliation and 
wrath over the newspaper pictures and car- 
toons of which he has been the enlivening 
subject. He displayed much childish anger 
and made himself ridiculous. He also be- 
trayed an opposition to the scheme for re- 
lieving the personnel of the navy, and re- 
fused to consider any increase in the officers 
or any reform in the conditions until he was 
ready to take up the gubject, if, as he added, 
it is ever taken up. 

The proposition which goes to the com- 
mittee tomorrow will recommend that au- 
thority be given to secure 100 machinists 
and as many engineer officers who are now 
in civil life and who were formerly in the 
engineer corps. The argument to be present- 
ed will call attention to the fact that on the 
‘battleships there are respectively one chief 
engineer and three assistants, when there 
should at least five assistants. On such 
ships aS the Brook!yn there are but four as- 
sistants when there should be six; on the 
Columbia and Minneapolis there are but two 
when there should be eight, and this propor- 
tion is sustained throughout the service. 
There are a number of vessels under repair 
which will shortly be placed in commission, 
including the Chicago, Philadelphia, New- 
ark, Dolphin, and Ranger. These ships 
would require forty-three engineer officers. 
The ships in commission in time of war 
would take 208 officers, or thirty-two officers 
mgore than are now intheservice. Chief En- 
gineer Melville says the navy will be ineffi- 
cient in war and we will run the risk of dis- 
aster, to the disgrace of the country. 

In the same connection Surgeon General 
Van Reypen appealed to Congress through 
the Naval committee for privilege of secur- 
ing the services of fifty acting assistant sur- 
geons, who will be put on duty in case of war. 
The naval medical corps has always had 
great trouble in securing a sufficient number 
of capable surgeons and there are at present 
twenty vacancies in the corps, upon which 
already great demands are being made for 
medical assistance. There must be one or 
more surgeons on each ship of war, and if 
an ambulance ship is placed in commission 
there must be a staff of surgeons. The staff 
corps do not suffer alone in this lack of per- 
sonnel. The placing of ships in commission 
has drawn steadily upon the naval register, 
and more than a week ago it became neces- 
Sary to revoke the leaves of absence and de- 
— as many officers as possible from shore 

uty. 

There is no chance of securing anything 
out of the Boutelle committee, and Secretary 
Long is beginning to look about for some 
means of adding to the personnel. This will 
be done by detailing cadets of the first and 
Second classes at Annapolis to duty as watch 
and division officers on ships of war and the 
auxiliary crunisers. — 


Plans for Auxiliary Cruisers. 

The members of the Rodgers Board on 
Auxiliary Ships, when through in New York, 
will visit Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
principal ports where there may be ships 
reported as suitable for duty in connection 
with the navy. It is probable the 8t. Louis 
and St. Paul will be placed in commission in 
advance of any of the others. The con- 
structors do not favor the ufilization of the 
Paris or the City of New York, as those 
ships are not as modern or as fleet as the 
St. Paul and St. Louis. There is also some 


doubt whether the latter ship will sail on’ 


Wednesday, which is its schedule date of 
departure. Should it do so, it is likely that 
Lieutenant Commander W. H. Emory will 
be a privileged passenger. He is booked to 
take command of the ship. 

The Navy department has advised the 
American line that it may call upon its 
steamers at any time. Applicants for pas- 
sage are being advised that bookings cannot 
be assured. The business of the line has 
already been materially injured, as those 
who travel by that route have chosen other 
lines. Constructor Tawressey, on duty at 
the Cramps’ shipyard in Philadelphia, has 
advised the department that everything is 
in readiness at that establishment for equip- 
ping the auxiliary ships. The impression at 
the department is that the condition is rapid- 
ly becoming one which will justify the press- 
ing of the ships into service, but Secretary 
Long has expressed the opinion that it would 
‘be well to awgit actual hostilities before

Rushing Work on Sea Fighters. 


Work on the vessels of the navy is stead- 
ily progressing undér hurry orders from 
Washington. The submarine boat Plunger, 
building at Baltimore, will be ready in :wo 
months, and an extra force of workmen is 
enployed day and night on the long-delayed 
craft. The torpedo boat Rodgers will be 
ready for service on Saturday, having been 
quickly repaired after the injuries sustained 
in its last cfuise. If satisfactory progress 
be not made on the gunboat Princeton at 
Camden, N. J., the Navy department will 
complete that vessel at the League Island 
navy yard without delay. Notice to this 
effect has been sent the contractors, who are 
a year behind and are paying a penalty of 
$100 per day. 

The Helena and Bancroft are expected to 
arrive at Key West and Hampton Roads re- 
spectively in about two weeks. It is an- 
nounced that the San Francisco, the sole ship 
on the European station, will leave Lisbon in 
a few days for Southampton. 

Surgeon General Van Reypen has arranged 
the preliminaries for a steamer to be used 
as an bulance ship. It is possible he will 
have two or three such ships in service in the 
event of war. These vessels will fly the Ked 
Cross flag, and will be immuned from at- 
tack. The idea is one whica Dr. Van Rey- 
pen proposed at an international medical 
congress a year ago, and the proposition has 
met with the approval of medical men all 
over the world. It will be the first ship of 
its kind, and is rendered necessary by the 
lack of facilities for caring for the sick and 
wounded on board the modeyw warship, 
which is given up to machinery and guns. 


Orders to the Troops. 


The preliminary steps toward massing the 
infantry and cavalry troops on the coast 
have been taken by the War department. 
General Alger has before him an elaborate 
scheme to this effect, and the tentage and 
camp equipage have been sent to the troops 
which are likely to be called upon first in 
a movement toward the coast. The troops 
likely to be included in the first orders are 
the Thirteenth Infantry, all the companies 
of the Seventeenth Infaritry, at Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio, under Colonel J. Holland, 
Troops A, B, D, H, I, and K, of the Third 
Cavalry, at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., under | 
Major D. W. Wessels, two troops of cav- 
alry, a battery of artillery, and nearly all of 
the Fourth Infantry now at Fort Sheridan, 
near Chicago, under Colonel BE. H. Hall. 
Some of the troops at Fort Logan, Colo., 
will be also assigned to this duty. They 
will be under Colonel B. W. Benham. The 
troops at posts in Texas will be sent to 
points along the gulf coast. 

Recruits are presenting themselves in 
great numbers for both the army and navy. 
The enlistments for the two artillery regi- 
ments are at the rate of about forty per 
day, which is the capacity of the system 
of examination. 

Plans have been in preparation for an elab- 
orate naval station at Dry Tortugas, and it 
has been arranged that the army and navy 
shall occupy that place jointly. More than 
$100,000 will be expended in buildings for the 
storage of coal, of Which vast quantities 
have been contracted for. Arrangements 
have been made for the transportation dur- 
ing the next month to Tampa of 200,000 tons 
of coal. | 

Captain Humphrey of the Boston Tow- 
boat company, which has the contract 
jointly with the Chapman Merritt company 
for raising the Maine, was in Washington 
today. He says the wreck has settled, but 
will sink no deeper in tHe mud. He re- 
ports that there has been no change in the 
position of the wreck for more than a week. 

The usual number of crank letters and 
crazy suggestions are being received, the 
most unique today being that from a vis- 
onary person in the West. who suggested 
that there be erected along the Atlantic 
coast powerful magnets, which would draw 
the ships of the enemy on to the perilous 
rocks. He also recommended that our ves- 
sels be equipped with huge magnets, which 
would bring the foe within range of our 


guns. 


HEAVY DEMAND FOR MUNITIONS 


Bids Opened by the War Department 
for a Supply of Cartridges and 
Large Projectiles. 


hington, D. C., March 14.—The Bureau 
of the War department opened 
bids today for a large supply of armor- 
piercing projectiles and for 12,000,000 rifle 
ball cartridges. The bidding brought to- 
gether a number of the representatives of 


some of whom took occasion to give as- 
surances that in the present emergency 
government work would be given the pref- 
erence over commercial orders. 

The bidders for steel projectiles, varying 
in size from the eight-inch steel-capped shot 
to the 1,000-pound shot, were the Midvale 
Steel company, the B. Atha Illingsworth 
company, the Carpenter Steel company, and 
the Furth Sterling company. The bids 
varied only slightly on the various classes 
of heavy shot, running from $116 each for 
the eight-inch shot to $235 each for the 
1,000-pounders. The B. Atha Illingsworth 


shot and shell, while the others submitted 
bids for the entire order contemplated by 
the War department—viz.: 150 eight-inch 
shot, capped; 149 eight-inch shells; 482 ten- 
inch shot, capped; 481 ten-inch shells; 1,241 
twelve-inch deck-plercing shells, weighing 
800 pounds each; 935 twelve-inch shells, 
weighing 1,000 pounds each. The bids of all 
the companies for the 800 and 1,000 pound 
— were the same—namely: $187 and $235 
each. 

Although the department intends to accept 
only one bid, or to divide the order between 
the bidders, it afforded satisfaction to the 
authorities to know that such large sup- 
plies could be obtained from so many sources 
on so short notice. The Midvale company 
offered to begin deliveries in» twenty-five 
days; the Furth Sterling company at the 
rate of 101 per week after twenty-five days; 
the Carpenter company twenty-five per day 
after April 8, and the B. Atha Illingsworth 
company in ninety days. The bids for rifle 
cartridges were in two parts, 10,000,000 being 
Standard metallic ball cartridges with brown 
powder and 2,000,000 metallic cartridges with 
smokeless powder. There were three bid- 
ders—viz.: the Union Metallic Cartridge 
company, the United States Cartridge com- 
pany, and the Winchester Repeating Arms 
company. The bids were the same in each 
case, $18.50 for the brown powder cartridge 
and $27 for the smokeless powder cartridge. 
One company offered to deliver 60,000 at 
once, and all the offers contemplated a 
delivery of 100,000 a day after a few days. 

The bids for shot, shell, and cartridges will 
be briefed and the awards made within the 


next few days, as the War department. 


wishes the work to begin at once. 

The Ordnance department of the army has 
sent an invitation to all of the firms which 
have in the past proposed to build disap- 
pearing gun carriages, in answer to the 
department’s advertisement, to come for- 
ward at this time and submit on their own 
behalf proposals for building such car- 
riages. They are invited to state how 
many carriages they can undertake at one 
time, and are enjoined especially to state 
the exact time to be consumed in making 
them. The ordnance officers have discov- 
ered that it is possible to use the carriages 
of the old fifteen-inch Rodman guns to 
mount the eight and ten inch guns of mod- 
ern manufacture. This is because the Rod- 
man carriages were of particularly heavy 
construction for the guns they were de- 
signed to carry, so that with even the vastly 
increased power of modern ordnance the 
fifteen-inch Rodman carriage is still able 
to carry safely an eight or ten inch breech- 
loading rifle. Of course, the expedient is 
only a temporary one, ae the carriages are 
very slow in operation according to modern 
standards, but they would serve very well 
in an emergency. 


HARD WORK AT SANDY HOOK. 


Preparation Made to Complete 
. the Fortifications to Guard 
New York. 


New York, March 14.—The 300 artillery 
men ordered from Fort Hamilton and Fort 
Wadsworth to Sandy Hook were transferred 
to the latter today. Under the direction of 
army engineers hundreds of soldiers and 
workmen are busy mounting guns, build- 
ing ramparts, and laying other defenses at 


the Hook. Not since the civil war has such 


activity been seen there. train of twenty- 
one cars, each loaded with a twelve-inch 
steel mortar, is lying on a siding near the 
fortifications. It arrived yesterday from 
the Waterviliet arsenal. The work of erect- 
ing mounts for the mortars is being rushed. 
Many mortars are already in place. They 
are out of sight, in deep pits, in batteries of 
sixteen each, and cannot be reached by an 
enemy’s guns, except by shell. 

Dozens of eight, ten, and twelve-inch steel 
rifles are at the Hook ready for mounting. 
When the engineers are through the forti- 
fications will be among the strongest in the 
world. 

All women and children under 16 years 
old have been ordered from the Hook. The 
wives of many of the workmen left yester- 
day. Hundreds of masons, carpenters, and 
other niechanics are working on the addi- 
tional quarters needed for the artillerymen, 
They are nearly completed. 


BROOKLYN REPORTS FOR DUTY. 


Big Armored Cruiser Arrives at Hamp- 
ton Roads Direct from Venez- 
uela. 


Norfolk, Va., March 14.—[Special.]—The 
formidable cruiser Brooklyn of the United 
States navy steamed into Hampton Roads 
this morning after a pleasant run from 
Laguayra, on which station she has been 
for some time past, and dropped anchor 
just abreast the hotels at Old Point, where 
she was admired by thousands, who felt that 
her presence there just at this time was like 
a protection should any hostile foreign ves- 
sel poke her nose into the Virginia capes 
with the intention of doing damage to Fort- 
ress Monroe and Norfolk. The Brooklyn 
will stay in Hampton Roads until further 
orders. 

Although there are now 1,700 men at work 
‘n the Norfolk Navy Yard, the department 
has been handicapped in the matter of se- 
curing additional skilled mechanics, and as 
a result orders were received today to send 
the gunboat Machias, which recently ar- 
rived here from the China station, to Bos- 
ton at once for hurried repairs. Every avail- 
able man is at work on th ecruiser Newark, 
and for that reason they could not be spared 
on the Machias. 

The monitor Puritan came out of the dry 
dock today, and tonight has steam up ready 
to leave at any hour. ,

The authorities went aboard the 
large transatlantic steamer City of Cadiz, 
flying .the Commodore’s pennant,‘to take 
leave ‘of Captain Villamie, who gave them 
the loyal telegrams he sent to the Minister 
of Marine in the home squadron on taking 
leave. His intention is to go in three days 
to the Canary Isles, thence to Cape Verde 
Isles, and across to Puerto Rico, where he 
will await the orders of Marshal Blanco. 
Captain Villamie takes on board the 
armed steamer City of Cadiz a strong crew, 
with reserve marines, officers, and men from 
the torpedo training school, provisions, and 
war stores. The squadron is composed of 
the destroyers Furor, Pluto, and Terror, 
406 tons, seventy-two men, and four of- 


ficers each, commanded by a Lieutenant, | 


and the torpedo vessels Rayo, Azor, and 
Ariete, 120 tons, twenty-six men, two of- 
ficers each. At 6 o'clock in the evening the 
City of Cadiz steamed out into Cadiz Bay 
with the three destroyers to larboard and 
three torpedo vessels to starboard, in which 
order the squadron will pursue the voyage to 
the Canary Isles.

that it is premature to give an opinion on 
the question ‘at issue between the United 
States and Spain: and Lord Rosebery de- 
clares that it would be impertinent for him 
to express his views, I can now announce 
definitely that the Prince of Wales deeply 
sympathizes with the Americans. 

The future King of England has not per- 
gonally given me authority to express his 
views, nor is it likely that he will at any 

time directly make any declaration of them, 
“but those who are close to him and who 
have had opportunities of talking to him on 
the subject make no secret of the fact that 
the Prince is pro-American now as he al- 
ways has been, In this I believe he differs 
from the majority of the public men of Eng- 
land who have not yet recovered from 
Cleveland’s Venezuelan message thrusting * 
the Monroe doctrine down the throat of 
Lord’ Salisbury. 

In response to an invitation General Sir 
Arthur Ellis, equerry of the Prince cf 
Wales, and for more than thirty years his 
intimate companion, today made the follow- 
ing verbal statement for publication: 

“I know that an Anglo-American alliance 
‘4s eagerly wished for by the Prince of Wales. 
‘He understands fully its appropriateness 
and value. It would be unbecoming for me 
. to speak in derogation of Spain, but I assure 
you our sympathy is with the United States. 
It is our earnest desire that Great Britain 
may ally herself to the American govern- 
ment. Such an alliance would be to the ad- 
vantage of all concerned, as it is one in- 
evitably suggested by race habits and com- 
mercial requirements. I do not hesitate to 
say that the united strength of the two 
nations would be sufficient for any emer- 
gency. We desire a formal.alliance. It is 
an alliance that is most natural, for blood is 
thicker than water.” is 


England Needs an Alliance. 


As the war blood leaps in the veins of the 
United States the British are beginning to 
discern the signs of coming conflict, and the 
oid, old cry for an alliance is forced from her 
lips by her necessities and not by her sym- 
pathies. That fine, hoar-frosted Tory Sir 
Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, who, having once 
been an American gitizen and forsworn his 
country, is now the most militant Conserva- 
tive in the House of Commons, is distributing 
in the two Houses of Parliament a pamphiet 
written by himself which has caused a pro- 
found sensation here. Its interest to the 
United States lies in the @vidence showing 
‘that Great Britain is absojutely helpless in 
unless an alliance with America can 
be. effected. Sir Ellis, in describing Eng- 
Jand's foreign relations during the Jast five 
years, says: ‘There have been troubles 
with France, with Russia, with Turkey, with 
Germany; difficulties and misfortune in the 
Transvaal, in Siam, in west Africa, in east 
Africa, and on the upper Nile; in Madagas- 
car, in Tunis, in Venezuela, in northern and 
seuthern China, and on the northwestern 
frontier of India. Most of these difficulties 
have been accompanied by considerable loss 
of British influence and credit, and even in 
seme cases with no little humiliation. The 
result has been the isolation and helpless- 
ness of England, an isolation and helpless- 
ness which seem to have been of late increas- 
‘img with geometrical progession. We can- 
mot fight Russia without the support of the 
Ottoman army. With that magnificent 
soldiery against us we could not hold India. 
We have aroused and exasperated Mussu!- 
man feeling throughout the world, espe- 
cially in India, The result has been the de- 
struction of British influence at Constanti- 
nope and the substitution of other influence 
in its place; great misery and ruin to our 
Christian protégés in Armenia, in Greece, 
and in Crete, and terrible suffering to Cretan 
Mussulmans as well, and, perhaps worst of 
All, a general sense of dissatisfaction against 
this country among Mussulmmans in India, 
accompanied by a tremendous outbreak 
among the valiant Mussulman tribes on our 
northwestern frontier.” 
Referring to the relations with France the 
pamphlet says: 
_““In 18938 a treacherous attack upon 4 
British force by the French at Weima was 
allowed to go unatoned forand even without 
an apology. Three British officers were 
slaughtered at Weima in 1898. The Anglo- 
Congo treaty regarding the upper Nile was 
deliberately and insolently torn up by the 
French government and flung in our faces. 
Yet nothing was done. Step by step France 
was allowed to seize the whole hinterland of 
Sierra Leone and Gambia and | 
on the Lagos gold coast and Niger districts. 
The result is the present impasse in west 
Africa. There the French, encouraged by 
our unbroken and uncompensated retreat, 
have made a genera! advance all along the 
line into British territory, and the two na- 
- thons are on the very verge of war. 


_ Diplomacy in China. 

* Im 1898 Great Britain allowed the French 
to apnex what amounted to nearly a third 
of Siam and to chase British men-of-war out 
of the Gulf of Bangkok. At the close of 
1804 the Japanese had secured a position in 
Corea and Port Arthur, where they would 
have been @ permanent barrier against the 
Russian advance over northern China. The 
British government then allowed Russia and 
France to deprive Japan of the fruits of its 
victory, and they left northern China prac- 
tically at the mercy of the intrigues and 

torial encroachments of Russia. The 

Britieh squadron in the northern Pacific was 
then, with the Japanese fleet, absolute mas- 
ter of the situation and could have swept the 
seas of all opponents. The laches displayed 
early in 1895 was the main cause of the pres- 
ent crisis in the northern Pacific. The fact 
is that England cannot get en without allies. 
The splendid isolation upon which some 
have congratulated England is an epigram- 
matic folly the emptiness and error of which 
are fully demonstrated by the events ofthe 
last twelve months. The isolation of Eng- 
land is only an incitement to the other great 
powers to combine against England.” 

As to an alliance with France, the pam- 
phiet says: 

“How could there be a firm or in any 
sense efficient alliance between this country 
and a fickle republic which has changed its 
ministries thirty-five times in twenty-six 
years, and which is capable of the frenzy 
and injustice of the Dreyfus crusade? Our 
interests clash with those of France all over 
the world—in China seas as much as in the 
Mediterranean. An alliance with Russia 
is equally impossible. How can free Eng- 
land ally Herself with the most backward 
and most autocratic despotism in the world? :

has counterworked and overthrown the Brit- | 
In Abyssinia, too, Russian 
agents have been and are working tooth and 
nail to exclude us from the upper Nile. 


Russia’s Aggressive Policy. 

“The Russian advance towards India has 
been most deliberate, rapid, and menacing. 
The Russian outposts are within twenty 
miles of Chitral territory. The Russian 
railway is being pushed on from Merv to 
the very gates of Herat. In northern China 
Russia is now straining every nerve to get 
control of the vast and fruitful regions 
from which she would ebsolutely exclude all 
British trade. An alliance with Russia is 
therefore impossible for England because 
our interests are radically and vitally op- 
posed in the Pacific, in northern China, in 
India, in Abyssinia, at Constantinople, in 
the straits, and in the Mediterranean. 

“ as to Austria there has been of late some 
temporary estrangement in consequence of 
the inconsistency and disturbing sentimeén- 
tality of British action. With Germany the 
case is more difficult. Of late there Nas 
arisen an unfortunate bitterness between 
the two countries, the existence of which it 
is of no avail to disguise. This bitterness 
has been greatly aggravated by the stupid 
and malignant attitude of the press of both 
countries, both of which have devoted most 
misplaced energies to carping at and vilify- 


ing the leaders and national characteristics 


of each other. Englishmen are unpopular 
in Germany and Germans are not popular 
in England. Until this country recurs to 
the alliance marked out for it by history 
and nature our foreign and imperial policy 
is bound to meet with disturbance and dan- 
ger and but too probably with disaster. 
Peril will be added to peril, war will follow 
upon war until the British government is 
brought to the path of common sense and 
practical British mterests by the stern les- 
sons of adversity. Fortunate will England

DEMOCRATS NAME JUDGE ROSE.

He Will Make the Fight for Mayor of 
Milwaukee on a Municipal Own- 
ership Platform. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 14.—[Special. 
The Democratic City convention today nom- 
inated Judge David 8. Rose for Mayor. 
There was a lively fight in the convention, 
all of the conservative, old-time Democrats 
being opposed to Mr. Rose. The young men 
of the party, however, rallied to his sup- 
port, and he had a comparatively easy 
time in defeating his opponents, Henry J. 
Steinman and ex-Governor George W. Peck. 
The convention organized by the selection 
of A. J. Schmitz as temporary chairman 
and August Schutz as secretary. After a 
recess the temporary organization was made 
permanent. 

The Committee on Resolutions presented 
its platform, which was adopted by a rising 
vote. The platform declares the allegiance 
of the party to the principles of the Chicago 
platform, and then it goes into a lengthy 
arraignment of the present city administré- 
tion, accusing it of every malfeasance con- 
ceivable. It declares that the party will 
take stcps to immediately secure four-cent 
street railway fares and the municipal own- 
ership of public utilities. 

James H. Stover presented the name of 
Mr. Rose, Leopold Hammel the name of 
Henry J. Steinman, and John Donovan the 
name of ex-Governor Peck. The first ballet 
showed Rose to have 112 votes, Steinman 
98, and Peck 42. On the second ballot Roge 
received 114, Steinman 100, and Peck 33. On 


‘the next ballot Rose received 127 votes, and 


was declared the nominee. i 
Carl Runge was nominated for oy 
Attorney over Thomas H. Dorr by a vote 
of 171 to 75. There was no contest for the 
other places on the ticket. John R. Wolf 
was nominated for City Controllerand Wilj- 
iam Bollow for City Treasurer. There is 
general dissatisfaction with the makeup of 
the ticket, with the exception of Mr. Wolf

Judge David S. Rose, the nominee for 
Mayor, is a lawyer. He was born at Dar- 
lington, this State, and has been Mayor of 
Darlington and Probate Judge of Grant 
County. He has been a resident of this city 
since 1882. He was defeated for the office 
of City Attorney on the Populist ticket in 
1890 and for Congress on the Democratic 
ticket in 1804. 


LAWYER MFADON IS DEAD. 


Chicago Attorney for the Lake Shore 
Road to Be Buried Today— 
Sketch of His Life. | 


William McFadon, the Chicago attorney 
for the Lake. Shore and Michigan Southern 
railway, died at his residence, 181 Rush 
street, at noon yesterday from a complica- 
tion of diseases. Mr. McFadon was well- 
known and successful in his profession. He 
was a stanch Republican throughout his 
life, but never held office nor aspired for 
political honors. 

Mr. McFadon was born in Baltimore fifty- 
four years ago, his father, John McFadon, 
being of a well-known Baltimore family. 
Entering Harvard College, he graduated in 
1865, and then went abroad.

‘Michael Davitt’s Queries in the 
| House of Commons. 


CURZON’S EVASIVE ANSWERS. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANK M. 

London, March 14.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
W. R. Hearst.}—The London newspapers, 
which had almost dropped the question of a 
probable conflict between the United Siates 
and Spain for the last few days, have been 
full of it again today. Michael Davitt’s 
question in Parliament, the same question 
put by Hubert Dunscombe a few days ago, 
which it is now known was withdrawn. by 
the request of the government, and to which 
Under Secretary Curzon refused to reply, 
was a surprise to the House of Commons. 
The report that the Amazonas had been sold 
to the United States and the O'Higgins to 
Spain, though neither sale can be verified, 
was a potent factor of interest in the sit- 
uation. 

The news of the conference on Saturday 
between President McKinley and the Sec- 
retaries of War, the Navy, and the Treasury 
added to the interest, which was enhanced 
by an article telegraphed here .from. the 
Army and Navy Register that the Maine 
was destroyed by a mine deliberately ex- 
ploded, by the news from Halifax that a 
War Office order had been issued, applying 
to the entire Dominion of Canada, direct- 
ing all reserve men to present themselves 
immediately for reénlistment; the dispatch 
from Washington to the effect that a spe- 
cial board has been sent to New York to 
open an office at which owners and agents 
of ships-are invited to make proposals for 
turning over to the navy vessels valuable 
for conversion for war purposes; with addi- 
tional news of the ordering home of the 
Bancroft and Helena from Lisbon) the re- 
‘port that the President of the Spanish .om- 
+ mMission on the Maine disaster has com- 
municated to the press what purports to be 
the finding of that commission in support of 
the internal explosion theory, contrasted 
with the Army and Navy Register article, 
did not tend to diminish interest in the situ- 
ation. 


Michael Davitt’s Questions. 


Michael Davitt, in the House of Commons, 
asked first whether it was true that Great 
Britain had agreed to loan warships to 
the United States in the event of war be- 
tween those States and any European 
power. To this Under Secretary Curzon 
promptly answered “‘ No.”” Mr. Davitt went 
on to inquire whether material proposals 
had been made by the government and 
President McKinley for an alliance between 
the two countries in case of serious com- 
plications in the far east. Further Mr. 
Davitt wished to know whether exalted per- 
sons in Great Britain had offered their 
services as mediators between the United 
States and Spain. | 

Mr. Curzggn’s reply that Mr, Davitt's ques- 
tions were inopportune were received with 
loud cries of “‘ Hear! hear!’’ from the 
Unionist benches. Mr. Davitt, in an inter- 
view on the subject, said: 3 

“I put the question as to the ships be- 
cause the subject was not proceeded with 
last .week. ‘I. wanted to elicit the truth. I 
knew, of course, that the statement made 
to the effect that warships would possibly 
be loaned was as absurd as the rumored 
alliance or rapproachement, and I received 
exactly the answer I expected. Mr; Curzon 
is too clever a diplomat to give any answer 
which would dispel the idea that an Ameri- 
can alliance is on the tapis, as of course it 
never will be. Mr. Curzon knows it, but it 
serves England’s purpose to let the con- 
tinental nations think it is possible in the 
near future.”’

MacLean, member of Parliament for 
Cardiff, who is considered a skilled observer 
of foreign colonial questions, considered the 
idea of England lending ghips of war to the 
United States as ridiculous. An alliance 
with America, however, in regard to the far 
East might be distinctly advantageous to 
England, for American interests in that part 
of the world are practically identical with 
those of England; but with reference to the 
United States and Spain Germany seems d 
posed to back up the latter power, and, apart 
from that, it was more than questionable 
whether it would be pleasant for England to 
find the United States annexing Cuba. 

Sir Charles Dilke thought there was noth- 
ing in the government answer beyond a re- 
p.y likely to prove acceptable to the people 
of the United States. ‘‘ The Irish vote,” said 
he, “‘ would, I fancy, render any close re- 
lations between Great Britain and the 
United States impracticable. My notion is 
that the government fear they will shortly 
be at war with France over west Africa, and 
desire, therefore, to do nothing to offend tn 
any way the United States, or, indeed, any 
other nation.”’ 


Options on Warships. | 


The news of the reported sale of the O’Hig- 
gins to Spain was received at the American 
Embassy early this morning, but Lieuten- 
ant Colwell, the navy attaché of the lega- 
tion, was unable to confirm the report. I 
found Colwell late tonight hard at work at 
the embassy at a table littered with cipher 
telegrams and government documents. He 
has been busy night. and day with clerks 
and a stenographer since his return from a 
long tour on the continent and among the 
shipbuilding firms on the Tyne and the 
Clyde on a private mission from Washing- 
ton, the nature of which was not even 
known at the embassy at the time, though 
it is no secret now that his trip was for 
the purpose of inspecting war vessels in 
course of construction in Great Britain, 
Germany, and France. I asked Lieutenant 
Colwell point blank if he would inform the 
people of the United States whether or not 
he had secured options or whether options 
had been secured on any war vessels in Eu- 
rope for our navy. His only reply was: 
“T can't tell you anything at all about it.’ 
The answer is capable of but one construc- 
tion. 

Of great interest in connection with the 
prospective conflicting reports on the Maine 
disaster and the assertion of Spanish au- 
thorities that no submarine mine had ever 
been placed in Havana harbor, is the cir- 
cumstance that Joseph P. Gibbons, a sub- 
marine mining engineer, whose trust- 
worthiness is vouched for by Colonel Ed- 
ward Donald Malcolm, C. B., a retired of- 
cer of the royal engineers, who was formerly 
inspector of submarine defenses in the Brit- 
ish service, has proffered evidence to the 
United States government through the 
American Embassy in London. In this mat- 
ter Mr. Gibbons, who Is the inventor of a 
submarine mine, declares that in 1888 he 
personally shipped to the Spanish govern- 
ment at Havana on behalf of the well-known 
firm of Latimer, Clark, Muirhead & Co., one 
ground mine to contain a charge of 500 
pounds of gun cotton, one buoyant mine to 
contain the game charge, and one elec 
contact mine to contain a charge of 100 
pounds of gun cotton, all three of his own 
construction, and that he can prove that 
this shipment was duplicated to Havana last 
year. Mr. Gibbons’ offer will be laid before

CORNELL’S CHIEF IN DEFENSE. 


Head of the University at Ithaca Gives 
the “Lie” to the Temperance 
Flings at the Institution. 


* Absolute lie and libel *’ was the charac- 
terization President Jacob Gould Schurmann 
made of recent attacks on Cornell University 
in an address to the Chicago Alumni associ- 
ation last evening. 

President Schurmann was the guest of 
honor at the annual banquet given at the 
University club. He said he had been asked 
his opinion of the article in the Voice, an 
Eastern temperance paper, in which the 
President and faculty of Cornell are charged 
with promoting drunkenness and other 
forms of evilamong the students. Although 
he regarded the article as so overdrawn 
that it refuted itself, he made a brief reply. 

“For thirty years Cornell has been crit- 
icised as godless because it is not sectarian,”’ 
he declared. ‘“‘ Cornell has always insisted 
and we now insist that we will not be dic- 
tated to in matters of intellect, and neither 
will we be dictated to in matters of cor- 
science, in spite of the exaggerated sensa- 
tionalism of the attacks made on us. 

“I wish to protest against all this. The 
Cornell students are hard-working, serious 
young men, who go to the university to fit 
themselves for a higher position in life. It 
is an absolute lie and Ifbel when any one 
charges our students with drunkenness and 
immorality. Of course there must be some 
who fall below the average, but the average 
is exceedingly high at Cornell. 

“Just before this attack was made a 
smoker was proposed for the purpose of 
bringing a large number of students to- 
gether for the sake of acquaintance.

SAVE MANY FROM SUFFOCATION 


Two Women and Ten Children Rescued 
by the Police—John Eiding 
Dies from Burns. 


Two women and ten children, overcome 
by smoke that filled the apartments where 
they were sleeping, were carried to places 
of safety and revived early this morning 
by police of the Maxwell Street Station.

Senate Prepares to Investi- 
gate the Maine Disaster. 


MAY SEND FOR PERSONS, 


Authority Is Given by the 
Chandler Resolution. 


NAVAL COURT LACKS POWER. 


Washington, D. C.,! March 14.—Dur- 
ing its session of three hours today the 
Senate passed a considerable number of bills 
from the general calendar, among the num- 
ber being one authorizing the construction of 
eight new revenue cutters, not exceeding 
in aggregate cost the sum of $2,025,000. 

The national quarantine bill was made the 
regular order of business and will be taken 
up probably on Wednesday. | 

A resolution offered last Thursday by Mr. 
Chandler [N. H.], authorizing the Committee 
on Naval Affairs to send for persons and 
papers in the course of the investigation of 
the Maine disaster, was adopted. 

Almost immediately after Mr. Allen [Neb.] 
inquired of Mr. Chandler what the Naval 
Affairs committee had done regarding the 
investigation of the Maine catastrophe as 
provided for by his resolution of several 
weeks ago. 

Mr. Chandler said that as yet the commit- 
tee had taken no action regarding the in- 
vestigation. He could not speak for the 
committee, but expressed the opinion tpat its 
policy would be to await the action and find- 
ings of the naval court of inquiry. He 
called attention to the interesting fact that 
naval courts have no authority under the 
law to compel witnesses to testify or to pun- 
ish them if they refuse. He thought, there- 
fore, that the Naval committee in making 
its investigation ought to be empowered to 
force testimony from witnessgs or inflict a 
penalty for refusal. 


Acknowledges Injunction to Act. 

“Is the Senator advised as to whether the 
Naval Affairs committee will make an in- 
vestigation of the Maine affair?’ inquired 
Mr. Allen. 

‘‘T am not prepared to speak for the com- 
mittee,” replied Mr. Chandler. ‘* The reso- 
lution, I take it, places an injunction upon 
the committee to conduct an,-investigation, 
and the resolution agreed to a few minutes 
ago is in line with that injunction. This is 
a subject which I do not think ought to be 
discussed in public. I desire to commend 
the Senator from Nebraska for his patriotic 
restraint in refraining from discussing this 
matter.”’ 

The conference report on the army appro- 
priation bill was presented by Mr. Quay 
[Pa.] and was agreed to. 

Mr. Lodge {Mass.] of the Foreign Relations 
committee called up the following joint res- 
olution: 

“That the President of the United States 
be, and he is hereby, empowerd to take such 
measures as in his judgment may be neces- 
sary to obtain the indemnity from the Span- 
ish government for the wrongs and injuries 
suffered by August Bolten Gustave 
Richelieu by reason cf their wrongful arrest 
and imprisonment by Spanish authorities at 
Santiago de Cuba in the year 1895; and to 
secure this end he is authorized and request- 
ed to employ such means or exercise such 
power as may be necessary.” | 

The resolution, to which objection was 
made a few days ago, was passed without 
debate. 

Call for Ship Canal Estimates. 
Among the bills passed were the following: 
To refer certain claims for Indian depre- 

dations to the Court of Claims. 

To provide for the appointment of a com- 
mission, under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, for the preliminary survey, with 
plans, specifications, and approximate es- 
timates of cost thereof, for the construc-} 
tion of a ship ¢anal, of approved width and 
depth, from the lower shores of Lake Michi-. 
gan to the Wabash River. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Foraker [O.] the 
bill for the incorporation of the International 
American Bank was called up. The Dill 
provides that the bank shall have a capi- 
tal of $5,000,000, which may be increased 
to $20,000,000, and that its main offices shall 
be in Washington and New York, with 
branches in Mexico, the West Indies, and 
in Central and South America. Objection 
was made to the consideration of the bill, 
but it was read for information until Mr. 
Cockrell [Mo.] objected. 

Mr. Hoar [{Mass.] called up a resolution 
reported by him from the Judiciary com- 
mittee, providing for the submission to the 
Legislatures of the various States of a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution of the 
United States relative to the succession to 
the Presidency. He desired simply to place 
in the Record certain information bearing 
upon the subject. 

The proceedings in the House were utter- 
ly devoid of public interest. The time was 
devoted to District of Columbia business.

CANNOT MAKE THE SACRIFICE. 


Discussion in the House of Commons 
Over Reciprocity Negotiations 
with the United States. 


London, March 14.—During the discussion 
of colonial estimates in the House of Com- 
mons today the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, said he hoped to 
be able to make a statement on the subject 
of the crisis in the West Indies, but this was 
impossible in view of the reciprocity nego- 
tlations between the United States, Canada, 
and the West Indies. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said he was 
unable to say the negotiations had made 
much progress. The United States, he ex- 
piained, had asked for very considerable 
concessions, and he was not sure the West 
Indies, in their present condition, would be | 
able to make such sacrifices. If an arrange- 
ment was made, Mr. Chamberlain added, 
it would amount to a bounty upon sugar ex- 
ports to the United States. 

In conclusion, Mr. Chamberlain said the 
colonies would be in a better position if the 
negotiations were successful, but the re- 
turn asked for was a considerable reduction 
in the import duties, which would disorgan- 
ize the finances of the islands. :

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 14.—[ Special. ]—The 
recent rumor concerning Michigan's probable pro- 
tests against the Wisconsin baseball team has 
been the principal topic of student discussion here 
for the last two days, and from the attitude 
taken by the authorities when approached on the 
subject it seems the Detroit alumni have 
“leaked rather prematurely.

If ever an occasion should arise 
for ite doing so, the government can un- 
doubtly take possession of such a structure 
by right of eminent domain on payment of 
dite value to the owner. 


' Te stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 9,734,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 24,121,000 bushels of corn, 
1,510,000 bushels of oats, 1,041,000 bushels of 
rye, and 528,000 bushels of barley. Total, 
96,984,000 bushels of all kinds of grain, 
against 30,859,000 bushels a year ago. For 
the same date the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade states the visible supply of 
grain in the United States and Canada as 
$2,415,000 bushels of wheat, 42,644,000 bush- 
els ot corn, 12,854,000 bushels of oats, 3,409, - 
000 bushels of rye, and 1,656,000 bushels of 
barley. These figures are smaller than the 
corresponding ones of a week ago by 507,- 
000 bushels in wheat, larger by 1,173,000 
bushels in corn, and smaller by 309,000 bush- 
els in Oats. The visible supply of wheat for 
the corresponding week of a year ago de- 
creased 1,219,000 bushels. 


A FEW months since, through the con- 
nivance of the Corean Minister at St. Peters- 
burg, Russia succeeded in forcing upon 
Gorea a Russian manager of customs and 
several military instructors. According to 
a report from the Corean capital it now 
seems the King of Corea has decided to dis- 
pense with the services of those cfficials. 
if this step bas actually been taken it indi- 
cates that the struggle between Russia and 
Great Britain for control in the affairs of 
the Hermit Kingdom has actually com- 
zshenced, the result of the first contest being 
victery for the latter. This etep would 
searcely be taken by the King of Corea 
without the distinct assurance that he will 
be backed by England and possibly by 
Japan also. Events seem to be drifting con- 
stantly toward a direct collision between 


Great Britain and Russia in Corea/and 
northern China, though there is reason to 
believe, if it shall finally come, that neith 


will stand entirely alone. 


THERE is ground for encouragement in the 
reported breach between Boss Croker and 
the Bourbon leaders in New York. It is not 
many days since his falling out with Mayor 
Van Wyck was made public, and now it is 
announced that the same thing has hap- 
pened with his friend and lieutenant—John 
C. Sheehan—the principal ground of com- 
plaint being that Sheehan isa friend of Hill, 
whose candidacy for the United States Sen- 
ate the aspiring Tammany chieftain will an- 
tagonize in his own behalf. Possibly, how- 
ever, the Boss only wants a spy in the Hill 
camp, and thought Sheehan might be more 
useful in that capacity than as an avowed 


friend. 


Tue first honors in the war with Cuba 
seem to have been won by the Hon. William, 
Alden Smith, Congressman from Michigan, 
who, single-handed and alone, with his um- 
brella routed a detachment of Spanish 
soldiers in Havana, who had manifested 
their lack of respect for the American 
statesmen by jeering at his high silk hat, Of 
course, being semi-barbarians, these un- 
couth: Castilians could not be expected to 
show their respect for such a badge of a 
higher civilization, but they will probably 
gtand more in awe of itinthe future, There 
js already talk of erecting some sort ofa 
monument to the hero of this exploit, but 
exactly what form it shall take—whether an 
umbrella or’a silk hat—has not been decided.

It is not necessary to state why the or- 
ganization, the object of which is the elec- 
tion of reputable men to the Council, can- 
not support any of the individuals whose 
names are mentioned above. All respect- 
able Chicagoans know why Coughlin and 
Powers should not be kept in the Council 
and why Cullerton and Colvin should not 
sent back there. 

The ex-Aldermen from the Ninth and 
.Twenty-second Wards are not trying to 
get into the Council in order to draw the 
yearly salary of $1,500. They have 
broader views. They desire to take charge 
of the campaign of the traction companies 
’ and put through the Council for them, under 
the Allen law, ordinances extending their 
franchises for fifty years. 

If Colvin, Cullerton, McGillen, and other 
candidates of the same class carry the 
primaries today it will not do to allege 
that they did so by fraud. It must be 
assumed that they succeeded—if they do 
succeed—because they are the sort of men 
the Democratic voters, as distinguished 
from the Democratic ward bosses, wish to 
have as their representatives. | 

The morality and decency of the Demo- 
crats in the different wards will be gauged 
by the result of today’s primaries. So 
it would be well for the respectable mem- 
bers of that party to turn out this after- 
noon and secure the nomination of as many 
decent men as they can. 


MORE REVENUE NEEDED. | 

A Washington dispatch states that the 
President is “ preparing for war taxation.” 
That is a question which Congress ought 
to have taken up before now. It should 
have followed up the vote placing 50 mil- 
lions at the disposal of the Treasury to be 
expended in preparations for war by 
measures calculated to produce enough 
revenue to allow that 50 millions to be rev- 
placed in the Treasury. 

Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
committee is quoted as stating: 


It will not do for us to keep on spending money 
as though we were actually at war without mak- 
ing some provision to meet the increased ex- 
penditures. War taxes will be a ‘necessity if the 
requisitions now being made on the Treasury 
keep on at their present rate. 


Therefore the sooner the Committee on 
Ways and Means reports ‘a bill to in- 
crease the revenues of the government the 
better. The expenditures of the United 
States are almost on a war footing. The 
revenues are on less than a peace footing. 
For the existing tariff law does not provide 
for sufficient taxation. 

Congressmen were warned by Tim 
TRIBUNE when the Dingley bill was under 
consideration that this.would be the case. 
But they were afraid to go further than 
they had gone. They did not dare to double 
the beer tax, though that would bave added 
SO millions to the revenues. 

Mr. Dingley states that not only will war 
taxes have to levied if war expenditures 
continue, but that “loans will have to be 
provided for.” Very probably. Congress- 
men prefer loans to taxes because théy 
think the latter unpopular. Furthermore, 
loans provide money at once, while taxes 
furnish it slowly. 

But when Mr. Dingley submits a bil! au- 
thorizing loans does he propose that it shall 
contain a pledge that the lenders are to 
be paid money as good as that they loan 
the government—that if they give gold 
value money for its bonds those bonds 
are to be paid in gold value money and 
not in cheap 40-cent silver? i 

It would be interesting to see how the 
free silverites in the Senate and House will 
welcome this eminently just proposition. 
They all united in the voting of 50 mil- 
lions for war purposes. They have de- 
clared their readiness to vote more if more 
is needed. But amid the din and tumult 
of warlike preparations their voices are 
still heard demanding “16 to 1” and the 
payment of existing gold standard debts in 
legal tender free coinage 40-cent silver 
dollars. | 

The free silverites are not in power. They 
cannot debase the currency. But they can 
vote to appropriate money and to borrow 
money. Do they intend to vote to spend 
much and borrow much with the inten- 
tion if they come into power in 1900 of 
debasing the currency 60 per cent, so that

OUR PACIFIC COAST FRONT. 
During the five years that the question of 
Hawaiian annexation has been under dis- 
cussion before the American people there 
has been no more forcible or convincing 
statement of the main arguments in favor 
of the measure than that presented in a 
paper, under the title, “ Hawaii and the 
Changing Front of the World,” in the 
Forum magazine for September, 1897. As 
this question is likely to come into prom- 
inence as soon as the present crisis on the 
Spanish-Cuban issue has passed, it may be 
worth while to give a summary of its prin- 
cipal points. | 

Starting out with a rapid glance at the 
wonderful expansion in area, resources, 
and power during the last century of the 
three most influential nations of the world 
~—Great Britain, Russia, and the United 
States—the author (the Hon. J. R. Procter, 
President of the United States Civil Serv- 
ice commission) traces the results on this 
continent which have followed the victory 
of Wolfe at Quebec, less than a century 
and a half ago, with the battle of Trafalgar, 
which established the supremacy of Great 


‘Britain as the chief naval power of the 


world, The former, followed by the war 
of the revolution, changed the destiny of 
the American continent, as it led to the 
banishment of France and finally of Spain 
from a region where their control. had been 
almost supreme, while the second brought to 
an end their supremacy upon the sea. 

_ “But for Wolfe and Nelson, Pitt: and 
Canning,” says Mr. Procter, “ how changed 
might have been the history of this con- 


tinent, how changed might have been the | 


history of the world!” And the extraor- 
dinary results which are witnessed at the 
close of the nineteenth century fully justify 
‘the observation. These are summed up in 
the comprehensive statement that “‘ The 
English-speaking peoples, possessing by far 
the largest area of habitable lands in the 
temperate zones—lands containing the 
greatest stores of coal, iron, copper, gold, 
and silver—have advanced more in ma- 
terial wealth during the century now clos- 
ing than in all the previous centuries in 
the histagy of the race.” : 

Nothing is more evident than that we 
stand at the threshold of another era of 
change—one in which the vast regions lying 
on the shores of the Pacific, heretofore 
scarcely thought of, must be taken into 
account. This is evident from the rapid 
development of our Pacific coast States—a 
development destined to be vastly augment- 
ed in the next decade; in the awakening into 
new and vigorous life of the Japanese Em- 
pire; in the growth of a new power in 
Australasia; and most strikingly in events 
now transpiring on the coast of Asia. Al- 
ready, as Mr. Procter observes, “ more than 
one-half of the population of the world is 
in countries fronting the Pacific and 
Indian Oceans. The foreign commerce of 
the countries bordering these oceans—ex- 
cluding North America—already amounts to 
over 2,250 million dollars a year.” 

That our interest in this vast commerce 
must grow with the development of our 
Pacific coast States is inevitable unless we 
are willing to assume the position of a 
dwindling, decaying power like Spain. So 


' far our interest is a mere fraction—less than 


5 per cent of our exports going in that di- 
rection, while 80 per cent go eastward. 
And yet we occupy a geographical position 
enabling us ultimately to exert a more com- 
manding influence in that field than any 
other nation on the globe, provided only we 
employ the advantages ready to our hand. 
Some of these are enumerated by Mr. 
Procter as follows: 


We possess the greatest aggregate of machinery 
of highest efficiency in the world, and we produce 
a larger output per operative than any other 
country. Because of our application of mechan- 
ical appliances our farmers produce more per 
man than do the farmers of any other country. 
One farmer in this country can produce food for 
250 persons, while in Burope one man can feed 
but fifty. Muihall estimates that the United States 
possesses almost as much energy, measured in 
foot tons, as Gréat Britain, France, and Germany 
combined. Already our capacity for production. 
both in agricultural and manufactured products, 
far exceeds our capacity for consumption, so that 
we must seek foreign markets for the disposition 
of our increasing surplus. 


How is all this surplus energy to be profit- 
ably employed at the same time that we are 
protected from unfriendly interference by 
other powers? This question must become 
one of constantly increasing importance 
until it is successfully met or we submit to 
defeat. It is answered by implication, at 
least, by Mr. Procter in the following man- 
ner: | | 

We must expect points of vantage in the Pacific 
to be occupied.’ There is a vast area of the 


- Pacific Ocean with one, and only one, great land- 


locked harbor, easily defended—Pearl Harbor in 
the Hawaiian Islands. These isiands are situated 
at the intersection of the great commercial routes 
from Vancouver to Australasia, from the Isthmus 
of Panama to Japan, from San Francisco to Hong- 
kong and Canton. ... The Hawaiian Islands 
—the most important strategic position in the 
Pacific—are today like a derelict flying a flag of 
distress in midocean. . .*. We cannot with 
honor recede from the protectorate which we have 
maintained for more than fifty years, and a con- 
tinuation of existing conditions may at any time 
involve this country in troubles which cauld not 
arise were the islands to become a part of our 
possessions. Our interests as well as our national 
honor now demand the annexation of the Ha- 
Wallan group. ... | 
In the future we shall have a large seaborne 
commerce on the Pacific to protect. Modern ships 
of war and commerce require facilities for coal- 
ing and for frequent docking for repairs. A 
neutral port cannot be used as a base of supplies 
in time of war. . . . The great distance across 
the Pacific will render it difficult for a warship 
to cross from Asia and return without recoaling. 
In the possession of a hostile power Hawaii 
would give an additional base for coaling and 
repair from which to attack our extended coast 
line. With Hawali in our possession and Pearl 
Harocr fortified and stored with coal—furnishing 
a safe harbor for our merchantmen—we need fear 
no attack from across the Pacific. We should 
require fewer warships in the Pacific and fewer 
fortifications on ovr Western and Alaskan 
coasts than would be required if Hawaii should 
remain in its present condition or pass to the 
possession of a foreign power. | 


The arguments here presented are im- 
pregnable. Occupying a position in the 
center of the arc of a great circle composed 
of the California and Alaskan coast lines, 
Hawali, instead of being a source of weak- 
ness would be a source of strength, as it 
would enable us, with a moderate but effi- 
cient navy at Pearl Harbor,.to control the 
whole intervening area. A hostile fleet 
would be prevented from making demon- 
strations on our coast by the knowledge 
that there would be an efficient naval force 
in their rear im fresh condition and with | 
ample supplies ready to swoop down upon | 
them in their exhausted condition after a 
voyage of five or six thousand miles from 
Australia or the Asiatic coast, if coming 
from the west, or from the Atlantic if 
from the east. 


The question of government in case of 


acquisition of the islands presents no more 
serious problem than we have had to deal 
with in connection with any other addition 
to our territory. In fact, the smallness of 
their area reduces this issue to a minimum. 
As Mr. Procter justly says: “ Every acqui- 
sition of territory since the foundation of 
our government has been opposed by men 
who seem to have had little appreciation of 
the manifest destiny of our race. Others 
shrink with fear lest we have not the ability 
to administer properly the government of 
countries seeking admission into our sys- 
tem.” Yet every issue of this sort has been 
met successfully and without danger to the 
interests of the whole, and would-be in the 
case of Hawaii with less difficulty than we 
have had with the single Territory of Utah. 
A government similar to that existing in 
the District of Columbia, with a population 
larger than that of Hawaii, is the sort sug- 
gested by Mr. Procter and seems well suit- 
ed to solve the problem. 


THE ALTGELD-HARRISON SQUABBLE. 

The Altgeld wing of the free silver 
Democracy has declared war on the Har- 
rison faction. The chairman of the Cen- 
tral committee of the “ Bryan and Al 
Democracy” his issued an address in 
which he states among other things that 
“the brazen demand” of the gold Demo- 
crats to Yote at Democratic primaries, sit 
in Democratic conventions, and receive 
political preferment at the hands of the 
party— 

Would be of little moment were it not that 
in certain quarters those intrusted with Demo- 
cratic confidence and authority, while professing 
allegiance to the Democratic faith, have acceded 
to this demand and persist in treating those pro- 
fessed Democrats with equal or greater.considera- 
tion than those who kept the faith. 


This is a slap at Harrison, who has given 
offices to men who refused openly to sup. 
port Bryan in 1896, though they may have 
voted for Altgeld. 

But do Harrison and Altgeld agreé in 
all other points than this one about the 
appointment of gold Democrats to office? 
If so, it is hardly necessary to make 
so much fuss over that little matter, It 
is not worth while to organize the “ Bryan 
and Altgeld Democracy” to protest 
against the few gold Democrats the Masor 
has taken care of. 

The address speaks of the Mayor ais 
“ professing allegiance to the Democratic 
faith.” Does that mean that his loyalty to 
the principles of the Chicago platform is 
questioned by Altgeld—that fears are en- 
tertained that he is not a thoroughgoing 
free silverite? | 

The Mayor has not said anything yet to 
indicate that he does not accept heartily all 
the doctrines of the Chicago platform as ex- 
pounded by Bryan. He has not stated that 
he is opposed to paying the creditors of the 
nation in debased money. He has not ex- 
pressed his disapproval of the free silver 
scheme of borrowing gokd value money to 
defray the expenses of a war with Spain 
and then paying those creditors in money 
worth 40 cents on the dollar. 

A Democrat who was opposed to that 
method of paying debts incurred to carry on 
a war would be likely to speak out in de- 
nunciation of that infamous proposition. 
Neither the Mayor nor any of the members 
of his faction of the free silver Democracy: 
have broken silence. | 

It must be taken for granted, therefore 
that the only difference of opinion ‘be 
tween Altgeld and Harrison is as to who 
shall be the boss of the party in Illinois, 
They are fighting as to which one of them 
shall “run the machine.” It is a fight 
over spoils and not over principles. 

Altgeld and Harrison seem to be of one 
mind on the free coinage question. They ap- 
pear to agree in the belief that it would be 
good policy for the Democratic rotten money 
men to borrow all the gold value money they 
can, and buy on time on the basis of gold 
value prices all the property they can, and 
then in 1900 make a desperate effort to get 
control of the national government, so as to 
debase the currency. Then those Demo- 
crats would be able to pay their debts in 
cheap money and keep property they had not 
paid for. 

With war imminent and the necessity for 
preserving unimpaired the financial credit of 
the government evident to every man, the 
free silver Democrats of Illinois are a unit 
in their demand that the credit of the gov- 
ernment shall be weakened. They can 
mean nothing else when they advocate re- 
pudiation. 

During the rebellion the copperheads did 
all they could to discredit the currency of the 
‘country and thus help the rebels. Their sons 
are playing a similar game now in behalf of 
Spain. Were the credit of this country 
weakened by the abandonment of the gold 
standard for the cheap silver standard, there 
would be more rejoicing among Spaniards 
than there was over the treacherous de- 
struction of the Maine. 


AS THE SPANIARD LOOKS AT IT. 

A Madrid special credits the Butcher Gen- 
eral Weyler with the following sentiment: 

The United States shall not have Cuba if it 
takes every peseta in Spain and the dearest sdns 
of all our Spanish mothers to prevent it. 

This probably indicates the notion enter- 
tained by the average Spaniard of the rea- 

son for the interest manifested in the 
United States in the Cuban struggle and the 
foundation for the demand that it shall 
cease. With them it is simply a question 
of so much territory to be seized, and which 
the United States—according to the Span- 
ish idea—hopes to appropriate. 

If the United States government had 
been engaged in the land stealing business 
it would have found abundant pretexts for 
carrying its policy into effect not only 
during the present war but in previous ones. 
It has had no desire-to appropriate Cuba 
to itself, however, either by forcibly wrest- 
ing it from Spain or otherwise; and if the 
island ever comes under the federal flag it 
will be by the voluntary choice of its peo- 
ple or the government representing them, 
just as it is proposed to annex Hawaii. If 
intervention in Cuban affairs is to come at 
all it will be because of the bloody and in- 
human brutalities which the Spanish sol- 
diers have practiced upon their helpless and 
often innocent victims in Cuba in order 
to maintain their power over the island— 
atrocities which have excited the horror 
and-called forth the protest of the friends 
of humanity throughout the civilized world. 

It is difficult for a nation whose history 
has been one of conquest and spoliation of 
weaker nations for centuries to conceive 
of a government taking an interest in the 
affairs of a neighboring people on the 
ground of humanity alone, and, even now, 
the Spanish nation is acting upon the prin- 
ciple that its power is to be maintained 

over Cuba in the same manner in which it 
was originally established on the American 
continent. 

The proximity of Cuba to our own shores 
has rendered it impossible for Americans 
to shut their eyes to the horrors of the sit- 
uation prevailing on the island, while the 
interruption and demoralization of trade 
in consequence have injuriously affected 
business interests not only in this country 
but in Europe also. On every principle rec- 
ognized in modern international law the

WASTING TIME. 

Time is an important factor in the pres- 
ent Cuban-Spanish situation, and time is 
flying fast. These fine spring days ought 
not to be wasted. -The government at 
Washington should take into consideration 
that each day now is one day nearer to the 
rainy season and the yellow fever season, 
and that each day means so many more 
lives lost, 80 many more persons starved by 
the orders of brutal, hypocritical Spain. 
Senator Proctor, who has just returned 
from Cuba, says: 


wretched people, and the news of thousands of 
lives ylelded up because of the searcity of food, as 
told by the newspapers, is absolutely and unquali- 
fiedly true. The condition of these wretched people 
must be seen to be appreciated. Words would not 
~@escribe it. It would move a heart of stone to wit- 
ness the suffering of these people. I visited four 
provinces—Havana, Matanzas, Pinar del Rio, and 
Santa Clara. I found at each the same state of 
things, which is a scene of utter desolation, and 


defeat of the Spanish. 

Too many lives have been lost already by 
starvation and murder. The inhuman 
Spanish policy, which is continued under 
Blanco as relentlessly as it was under 
Weyler, should have been stopped two years 
ago or more by Predident Cleveland. If he 
had done his*duty all these thousands of 
lives would not have been sacrificed to the 
barbarous war policy of Spain. The pres- 
ent turmoil would not have occurred. It 
was cowardly on his part to shirk his duty 
and fasten the responsibility on the present 
administration. But his administration 
and this administration have continually 
yielded to Spanish entreaties for one more 
winter and spring in which to subjugate 
the Cubans, promising to complete the 
work before the rainy season, should set in. 
And thus it has gone year after year, and 


' thousands and thousands have been starved 


and murdered by the inhuman Spanish pol- 
icy of extermination. 

Why should not the United States do 
something before the rainy season sets in? 
Why should it not begin operations now 
and not cease until Spain has decided to 
make adequate reparation and apology, 
make good the loss of the Maine, unless it 
can show it was destroyed from within, and 
then pack up and go home and leave Cuba 
free? If it will not make these concessions 
peaceably then it must be forced to make 
them. Is there any better time to deal 
with Spain, peacefully if we can, forcibly 
if we must, than now? There should be no 
rainy season in the policy of this great gov- 
ernment. It has waited upon the rainy 
season at Spain’s invitation long enough. 
‘The time is now ready for action, rain or no 
rain. 


WHY THIS DELAY! 

If there is one question asked these days 
more frequently than another it is: Why 
does not the naval court of inquiry make 
its report on the disaster that occurred to 
the battleship Maine? Why is the report 
held back? All statements agree that the 
naval officers have arrived at a decision and 
that no new information is to be secured. 
So far as the people are concerned they are 
ready for it. So far as Spain is concerned 
it makes no difference whether it is ready 
or not. Indictments do not wait upon the 
pleasure of prisoners charged with crime, 
So far’ as our land defenses are concerned 
we are in readiness for any assault Spain 
can make. 

It is possible this report is held back 
until ships have been purchased for the 
navy. It may be that all the negotiations 
are not yet concluded, though the latest dis- 
patches report that the Brazilian vessels, 
Amazonas and Admiral Abreuall, have been 
bought and that the contracts were to have 


be made good by a vessel of equal speed 
and strength. More vessels also are needed 
to give us an effective navy for the reason 
that these big ironclad vessels are so fre- 
quently out of commission. They need 
much more repairing and more frequent 
overhauling than the old wooden vessels 
because the latter did not carry such in- 
volved and elaborate machinery and had 
no engines to get out of order. The same 
is the case in the English navy, large num- 
bers of its vessels being in dry dock con- 
tinuously. The immediately effective force 
of our navy can never be as large as it was 
in the days of the old wooden navy. The 
Naval committee of the House has recom- 
mended the construction of three battle- 
ships, at a cost of about five millions each, 
but these cannot be counted upon in case of 
war, for their building will involve a long 
time. They must be a matter of the future. 
What we need is more vessels now. The 
Brazilian purchases will help along. What- 
ever other purchases have to be made should 
be made without delay, so that if the 
Naval board’s report is waiting upon these 
additions to the navy it shall not wait a day 
longer than is necessary. The popular sen- 
timent favors buying the vessels at once, 
making the report at once, and then going 
ahead and settling up this Cuban-Spanish 
business at once and for good. We have 
waited too long already. 


BRYAN WANTS AN INCOME TAX. 
William J. Bryan seems to be afraid the 
government will be short of money in the 
event of war with Spain, because it cannot, 
thanks to the Supreme Court, impose an 
unconstitutional income tax like the one 
provided for in the Wilson law of 15%4, 
He complains that— 
Under this decision, in case of war, when our 
revenues are cut down, although needed most, and 
the nation drafts its citizens to go to the front 
to defend her honor, she will find herself powerless 
to make those who ought to contribute do their 
duty, even if the nation is imperiled, 


Mr. Bryan is distressing himself without 
cause. There will be no lack of money for 
the Cuban war or any other war without 
resorting to an unconstitutional income tax. 

The financial problem will not be one 
which will. bother the United States in any 
future war, provided always that Bryan or 
some other man who holds his views is not 
able to shape the monetary policy of the 
nation. In that event the credit of the 


| United States would be exceedingly poor. 


Bryan accuses the Supreme Court of hav- 
ing weakened the government by its de- 
cision in the event of war. He is the one 
who is trying to weaken it by demanding 
that it shall adopt a policy of repudiation— 
that it shall borrow good money and pay 
back bad money. 

Bryan is a greater menace to the pros- 
perity of this nation than Europe would be 
if in arms against the United States. He 
would inflict more injury on this country by 
a short, simple act of Congress than all the 
warships of the world could inflict. .

NEWS AND NOTES. 


Miss Beatrice Cunningham of Cadiz, Ky., hav- 
ing written and published a book for which there 
was not much demand, is said to be accelerating 
its circulation by giving a kise with every copy | 
sold.

stated. We base our opposition to it, not 
on the ground of religious persecution alone, 
but on account of the danger to the morals 
of Boston. It is possible for us to show how 
if this law is passed the promoters of it will 
go a step farther and dictate the closing on 
Sunday of the Public Library, the Art Mu- 
seum, and the abolition of Sunday bicycling. 
“A certain milé statement of this kind 
was made when a gentleman spoke of ‘ the 
delirium for wheels and the lust for pic-_ 
tures.’

on. It looked as if there was but one man 
in the seat. Worthen gave practically the 
same description, and said he met the rig

in Plainfield saw or heard the vehicle as 
it went through the town. !

o'clock on Sunday morning. It was brought 
back at 4:45 a. m. ' 
Mr. Craughwell declares that he knows 
the horse did not go out until after mid- 
night because he saw the hoof prints in the 
snow on the planks in front of the stable, 
and the snow did not begin falling until 
early in the morning. The tracks both out 
and in were plainly visible. Mr. Craugh- 
well’s assistant, John Smith, let the horse 
out to the young men. He too says it was 
3 o’clock in the morning when the horse was 
hired, for it had stopped raining and had 
begun to snow. 

When the young men returned Smith 
asked them where they had been and they 
said to Lockport. The road to Lockport 
is dry and the horse was not muddy, as it 
would have been if it had traveled the 
Plainfield road. 

The similarity in the descriptions of the 
horse and buggy driven by Patterson and 
Graham and that seen on the Plainfield 
road, however, led Chief of Police Bradley 
and Captain Erbner to have a talk with the 
Joliet young men. They told a straight 
story and were let go. 

But the police pu 
test. They say they intend to hitch up the 
Joliet rig, put Graham and Patterson in it, 
and then hitch up other similar rigs and 
let Worthen and Daily, who saw the 
horse and carriage on Sunday morning, 
watch the carriage drive by. It was learned 
late last night that Worthen and Daily 
were accompanied by W. G. Clyne and John 
Sontag. They also will come to Joliet to 
see the ‘““hitch-up” test, which will be 
made today. 

No one in Joliet in any way connects Pat- 
terson and Graham with the Walsh murder, 
but the coincidences of the case are noted. 
The police say they think the young men 
are without knowledge of the crime, but 
they wish to make a thorough investiga- 
tion. 

Both of the young men were seen at 1 
a. m. on Sunday at the Palmer House in 
Joliet, at 1:30 in the Merchants’ restaurant, 
and at 2 o’clock in front of the ‘Palmer 
House. 

Robbery seems to have been the motive 
for the crime. Walsh apparently was held 
up and robbed within a block of the whole- 
sale grocery store of his wealthy brother, 
Robert Walsh, where he was head book- 
keeper. It is thought the robbers had not 
intended to slay their victim, but that in the 
struggle to gain control over him his neck 
was broken. No other injuries were found 
that would have caused even insensibility. 
Fearing detection if they attempted to 
throw the body in the canal, the thugs were 
compelled to take it away from the city. 
As the remains were found on the banks of 
@ small stream, only a few hundred feet 
from the Du Page River, it is not unlikely 
that it was intended to commit the body to 
that stream with the idea that the swift 
current would sweep it miles away from the 
spot before it was found. It is thought that 
the thugs live in Joliet because of their fa- 
miliarity with the place and the surrounding 
country. 

It is stated on good authority that ten 
Pinkerton men have been engaged by Robert 
Walsh to work on the case. Their presence 
in the city was discovered by the local 
police, who are averse to any interference 
in the matter. It is claimed that the Pin- 
kertons and the police are working against 
— other, to the great detriment of the 

It seems certain the assault was made in 
an alley in the rear of Robert Walsh's store. 
About 7:30 o'clock Saturday evening Thom- 
as Walsh went to Arthur Couch’? barber 
shop, which is in Joliet street, directly be- 
hind the grogery. He left there a short time 
later, saying that he would go to the saloon 
of C. F, Wachendorfer, directly across the 
street and on the corner of the alley, for a 
flass of beer. -He was seen crossing the 
street, but Wachendorfer says he did not 
enter the saloon, although he had been ac- 
customed to gc into the place for a glass of 
beer each evening. 

Through a large window behind his desk 
the thugs must have seen Thomas Walsh 
receive large sums of money that evening. 
It was pay day at the mills, and many came 
to settle their accounts. He was seen to 
enter the barber shop, and later came out 
and cross the street to the mouth of the 
alley, the crossing ending right at this place. 
Before he could take alarm he must have 
been. struck violently with a sandbag. That 
he resisted is shown by the marks on his 
face and hands. To silence him before he 
could .make an outcry he was struck still 
harder, and the blow fell in such a way as 
to break his neck. Without being ohserved, 
the body was dragged into the alley and con- 
cealed in one of the dark places so plentiful 
there. Later it was carried in a wagon from 
the city. 

The worn condition of the toes of Walsh’s 
shoes when found, and the bruised knees and 
dirty trousers, are thought to have been 
caused by his being dragged, or the corpse 
might have nm stowed into the vehicle so 
that it knelt the floor, while the body 
was bent face downward over the seat. In 
such a position it might have been hidden 
between two men in the seat, and the wagon 
driven right through the city without at- 
tracting suspicion. The jarring of the 
buggy over the rough roads would have 
produced the bruises. The cuts on the hands 
might also been made by the arms striking 
the wheels and sides of the buggy. The 
bruise on the face must have been made in 
the first struggle.

BOY TRAPS TWO THIEVES. 


WILLIE M’GUSHIN, 15 YEARS OLD, 
DOES GOOD DETECTIVE WORK. 


Discovers a Brace of Burglars Robbing 
His Father's House, Follows Them 
Inte an Elevated Train, and Causes 
Their Arrest —Struggie with the 
Police Creates Great Excitement 
Among the Passengers in the Car— 

‘Lifted Goods Left Behind. 


Willie McGushin, 15 years old, ended a bit 
of amateur detective work with a sensation- 
al struggle between two burglars and three 
police officers in a South Side elevated train 
yesterday afternoon. Willie found two men 
carying valuables from his father’s home, 
3807 Wabash avenue. Instead of runring 
away frighténed, he followed the men and 
pointed them ouft to the police on board the 
train. The two burglars made a desperate 
attempt to escape from the moving train. 
The guard was knocked down, one of the 
policemen was badly bitten on the thumb, 
and the whole trainioad of passengers was 
thrown in a panic by the violence of the 
struggle. During its exciting progress Willie 
stood upon the seat of the ear and 
viewed the situation. 

The policemen did rot realize what the boy 
was saying until the two men had observed 
what was going on, and made a dash for the 
door. The guard, more by accident than by 
a realization of what was going on, happened 
to stand in their way. A blow from the fist 
of the foremost one gave him his first idea 
of the seriousness of the situation as he 
tumbled to the platform. The officers were 
close behind the fleeing men, and overhauled 
them on the platfrom, where they were 
handcuffed and taken to the Central Police 
Station, where the three officers were going 
to be sworn in under the civil service rules. 
The prisoners said their names were James 
McLaughlin and Charles Thompson. 

The arrest is due solely to the conduct of 
the boy in following the men without de- 
tection from the house they were robbing 
until he was able to secure the aid of the 
officers in arresting them. His arrival at 
the house frightened the burglars away in 
such haste that they left the large bunulie of 
paunder on the front steps, where it was 
found later. 

Nobody was at home when the men en- 
tered the front door by means of a skeleton 
key. They had finished their work when the 
boy returned. He entered the house by the 
rear door, and the men, hearing him enter, 
fled. The boy saw them, but was not seen 
himself, and, going out again by the rear 
door, he followed them at a distance until 
they reached Thirty-ninth street. Then, 
seeing they did not notice him, he followed 
more closely, and boarded a north-bound 
train almost beside them. ' 

The police officers were in the smoking 
car as the men, unconscious of their youth- 
ful shadow, entered. The boy quickly re- 
alized the situation and blurted out his 
story to the police. The struggle followed 
and the boy had the satisfaction of seeing 
his efforts rewarded then and there, which 
meant far more to his youthful self than 
the safety of the silverware and jewelry 
which remained on the stoop in front of the 
open door until his mother returned to find 
it and wonder some time later. 

The passengers in the car supposed every 
one else as innocent of wrongdoing as them- 
selves until the startling announcement of 
the boy as he approached the policemen: 

Those mén over there are burglars.” 

There was no time for details. It was 
merely a dash for liberty and a struggle 
of the police to overpower the thieves be- 
fore any one knew the real story except the 
‘boy and the burglars, and they had neither 
time nor opportunity to tell it until later. 
Then the boy, breathless with excitement, 
told what had happened at his father’s
